ident of the university, had, by an au-| 


tocratic, dictatorial and abusive ad- 
inistration policy, in dealing with 
the faculty, caused to to become in- 
efficient, and thus was destroying the 
school, this afternoon adopted resolu- 
tions declaring the charyes false and 
expressing full confidence in the 
president. 

The charges were even declared to 
be due to personal grievances on the 
part of Dr. Frank G. Nifong, a Co- 
lumbia surgeon, and J. Kelley 
Wright, an employe of the State 
Board of Agficulture. 

The findings of the board are 
expressed as follows: “After giving 
all who desired to be heard an op- 
portunity to come before the board 
and, after a careful and painstaking 
investigation, the Board of Curators 
find that there is no basis on justi- 
fication for the charges presented. 

“Therefore, be it resolved, that the 
Boad of Cura of the University 
of Missouri hereby express their ut- 
most confidence in the educational 


ability, leadership and methods of 
the président of the University, under 
whose administration the institution 
has steadily grown in attendance and 
improved in, the character of its 
work and its standing among the 
great educational institutions of the 
country.” 
Offered the Resolution. 

Dr. 8. L. Baysinger of Rolla, the 
only member of the board present 
who was a member when Dr. Hill 
was elected president, offered the 
resolution. 

i. B. MeDaniel, a Springfield 
banker, one of the curators, said be- 
fore the morning session began: “All 
of the matter heard by the boord last 
wight merely added confirmation to 
our conviction that the charges are 
groundless and mere camouflage to 
c'sguise the real personal motives be- 
hind the fight on Dr. Hill.” 

A‘though the moving spirit behind 
the complaint is Dr. Frank G. Nifong, 
a Columbia surgeon, probably the 
most widely known and distin- 
guished of the alumni signing the 
complaint, is T. J. J. See, the emi- 
nent astronomer, at Mare Island, Cal.

The complaint demanding the re- 
moval of Dr. Hill from the presi- 
dency of the university was filed 
with the board at a meeting in Kan- 
sas City 10 days ago by Dr. Nifong, 
although its filing did not become 
public until Saturday.

PARIS, June 9.—In quarters usu- 
ally well informed the report is cred- 
ited that Count von Brockdorff- 
Rantzau, previously to his sudden 
visit to Cologne, communicated in- 
formally to the Big Four a docu- 
ment that may be termed his ulti- 
matum. In it he is understood to 
have declared the terms prescribed 
by the allies must be revised in re- 
spect to Silesia, the admission of 
Germany to the league of nations, 
reparations and the colonies.

Stop Excessive Speculation 

WAS AINGTON, June 10.—Concern 
feit by the Federal Reserve Board 
over the existing tendency toward ex-

By far the larger 
part of the invested aseets of the Fed- 
eral reserve banks conaists of paper 
secured by Government obligations. 
Further steps to stabilize conditions 
will be considered when the requested 
information is received, showing the 
amount of speculative loans secured 
by Government collateral.
